REMARKS 



The following remarks are responsive to the October 23, 2003 Office Action. 

Claims 91-107 are pending as a result of this amendment. Claims 65-90 have been 
canceled, and new claims 91-107 have been added. No new matter is added. 

Claims 65-72, 74 and 75 were rejected in the Office Action as being unpatentable 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over U.S. Patent No. 6,599,481 (Stevens et al.) in view of U.S. 
Pending Application No. 2001/0017817 Al (De La Huerga). Claim 73 was rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stevens et al. in view of De La Huerga and 
further in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,447,014 (Seidl). Furthermore, claim 70 was rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph. 

Claims 65-90 have been canceled. Claims 91-107 are directed to a system for 
ensuring the proper dispensation of a pharmaceutical, a packaging system for 
pharmaceuticals, and a method for controlling a packaging operation. None of the prior art 
cited in the October 23, 2003 Office Action discloses or teaches a pharmaceutical packaging 
system. For this reason, Applicant requests that the Examiner allow claims 91-107. 

This application is believed to be in condition for allowance and early favorable 
action is requested. The Examiner is requested to call the undersigned attorney if that would 
be helpful in resolving any matters that might remain.
